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The Knowledge of God’s Word the highest Wisdom. 

The following extracts are from the last bacca- 
laureate discourse delivered by Rev. Joseph F. 
Tuttle, D.D., president of Wabash College, Indiana, 
to the graduating class of that institution :— 


In closing the religious instructions of another 
term, allow me to say to you, young gentlemen, that 
time deepens my convictions that he has the highest 
wisdom who combines in himseif the clearest knowl- 
edge of God’s Word, and the most earnest purpose to 
make that Word “a lamp unio his feet and a light 
unto his path.” In Heaven’s estimation, he is not 
the wisest who can most easily and ele: antly trans- 
late the illumined pages of the ancient classics, or 
most comprehensively and clearly demonstrate the 
theorems of the higher mathematics. Gesenius was 
a scholar of vast attainments, who like some other 
great scholars was ever learning, yet never able to 
come to the knowledge of the truth which teaches 
a sinner how he may be saved. La Place is re- 


‘garded as among the greatest of mathematicians, 


dghigying his place by demonstrating some of the 
most astounding problems ever announced ; and yet 
La Place belonged to a class described in these words 
by the inspired pen, “‘The fool hath said in his heart, 
there is no God!” What folly does he commit who 
pursues learning merely for its own sake, and who 
lays the ripe product of a gifted intellect on the 
altar of a selfish heart, forgetful of what Dr. Chal- 
mers so finely terms “the two magnitudes—the 
littleness of time, and the greatness of eternity.” 
Oh, how cheerless the prospect of such a one! 
How dreary the anticipation! God forbid that it 
shall be our portion at the last ! 

You will bear me witness as your religious in- 
structor, that I have never hinted—at least intention- 
ally—that any accumulations of worldly learning 
can be a compensation for ignorance of God’s Word, 
and especially that magnificent central truth that it 
seeks to impart. We have heard of David Hume, 
an aged and insincere trifler in the midst of the 
deepening shadows of eternity; of the refined, the

courtly, the scholarly Campbell, in old age, possessed 
of a brilliant fame as a poet and an ample compe- 
tence, yet sick at heart because of the cheerless fu- 
ture. We have seen the man of wealth weeping as 
his eye wandered wearily over the princely domain, 


| with all the harvest fields and meadows, the herds 


and the flocks, which he called his own, a possession 
from which death was just ejecting him.® We have 
seen the statesmen dying at Marshfield, at the 
Hermitage, or at Mount Vernon, and have perceived 
that all the splendors of their past achievements 
brought very little comfort aside from that which 
flowed from the Gospel. We have seen earth’s 
great men despondent as their worldly grandeur 
was paling and their worldly joys fleeing away at 
the approach of death. Oh, what deep meaning 
there is in the oft-repeated remark of the man whose 
genius has left so bright an illumination behind it, 
ever since the hour when he flung up into the sky, 
like a many coloured rocket, his ‘“ Lay of the Last 
Minstrel,” to be succeeded by others so brilliant that 
the very heavens seemed ablaze! He said to his 
son-in-law, ‘‘ Lockhart, for a dying man there is but 
one book !”? The Lay, Marmion, Waverly, Ivanhoe, 
the Antiquary, the Heart of Mid-Lothian—the 
syrens whose incantations have bewitched the world— 
all were nothing to their author when he was dying. 
There was no mirth-provoking wit, no elegantly 
turned sentiment, no word of lofty daring, which he 
could recall in all his works, as appropriate to one 
who was about to pass into the presence of God. 
One word from God’s Book was at such a time worth 
more to him than all human literature. He was 
right, and the brilliant example justifies me in clos- 
ing the religious services of this term by reiterating 
and inculeating the truth, that all your acquirements 
should ripen themselves into the sweetest joy and 
richest attainment of them all—the knowledge of God 
as He is revealed i@ the person of Christ.

The Bible in the East, 
LETTER FROM OUR AGENT. 
CONSTANTINOPLE, Sept. 24, 1863. 

My Dear Srr:—lI have to-day been favoured 
with the perusal of a letter from Erzeroom, giving a 
brigfaccount of the visit of two Armenian colpor- 
teurs to Tiflis, Alexandropol, and other cities and 
towns not far from the Russian frontier, in Georgia. 
A few items, culled from that and other letters, in 
regard to the good work in that region, will not fail 
to interest you. 

It was on the 4th of July that the colporteurs 
reached Tiflis. There they remained five days, un- 
disturbed in their work, giving each day valuable in- 
formation in regard to the condition of the Arme- 
nians of that district, and also in regard to the 
amount of Bible distribution already effected. They 
found some fifty persons fully persuaded of the truth 
of evangelical doctrines, most of whom, however, in 
consequence of threatened persecution, were unwil- 
ling to take an open stand and be known as Protest- 
ant. These persons are more or less known to each 
other. From time to time they meet for the study 
of God’s Word, and for prayer. They long for the 
speedy coming of the day when they shall have full 
religious freedom. 

We must not forget that these weak brethren are 
in a country whose government has levelled heavy 
blows against all schismatics—which watches with 
a jealous eye all against whom suspicions are raised. 
These friends have known how the Malakans have, 
for their adherence to the truth, been deprived of 
their teachers, and not a few of their number been 
taken from friends and home, and dragged to the 
dungeon to slavery and exile in Siberia’s distant 
wilds. 

One day, while the colporteurs were sitting in a 
shop conversing with a friend, a young man entered, 
and addressing one of them familiarly by name, in- 
quired with apparent interest in regard to some of 
the brethren at Erzeroom. He proved to be a young 
Turk, who several years ago joined the Protestants 
in that city, but afterwards, from pecuniary consid- 
erations, left them and attached himself to the Ar- 
menians. His mind was not at rest. He could not 
give up his Testament, and confessed that he read it 
in secret, and that his belief in the truth of Protest- 
antism was firm, but at the same time declared him- 
self unable to suffer for Christ and the truth’s sake. 
He treated our brethren with great kindness, invited 
them to his house, and otherwise aided them. May 
the Master, at the head of this great work of evan- 
gelism, who will not break the bruised reed nor 
quench the smoking flax, care for these weak ones, 
until He send forth judgment unto victory ! 

Our brethren represent Tiflis as a city of extensive 
trade and decided enterprise. It has many imposing 
buildings, and must be quite European in appear- 
ance. The German chapel, said by travellers to be 
a very neat edifice, well suitedgo the wants of the 
colonists, quite delighted our simple-hearted breth- 
ren. They admired its spire and bell, its galleries 
and pulpit, and were greatly pleased at the singing 
of the choir, accompanied by instrumental music. 
They were especially impressed on entering the large 


bookstore and printing establishment owned by en- 
lightened friendly Armenians. In the former they 
found an extensive stock of books in French, Ger- 
man, Russian, Armenian, Turkish, and other lan- 
guages, A number of Protestant books were on the 
shelves. The colporteurs inquired whether the sale 
of such books was allowed, and were informed that 
the Catholicos of the Armenian church, resident at 
Ichmiodzin, had recently visited Tiflis, and enjoined 
upon the owners of the shop net to sell Protestant 
books. ‘The bookseller replied, “I have bought 
these books with my own money, and must sell them. 
I cannot lose the money‘thus expended. If you do 
not wish others to buy them, buy them yourself. 
Pay me the money I have expended, and you shall 
have them all.” 

I may say in this connexion, that one of the gen- 
tlemen connected with that bookstore has recently 
visited us. Believing that the embargo now laid by 
the ecclesiastics on the greater part of evangelical 
books, will ere long be removed, he purchased of our 
English friends about 3,000 copies of the Testament 
in Ararat Armenian. I had several conversations 
with him in regard to what could be done for the 
Armenians of that district. He thought the desire 
for the Word of God in the spoken language was 
greatly on the increase, and could not long remain 
ungratified. He expressed a very decided wish that 
some aid might be rendered them in preparing and 
printing in Tiflis other portions of the Scriptures in 
the Ararat language. These items are interesting, 
especially when connected with the fact that that 
city has long been one of the strongholds of Arme- 
nian bigetry and wealth. 

After leaving Tiflis the colporteurs had a variety 
of experiences. In one place the Armenians plotted 
to seize and imprison them, but they escaped. In 
another, they met a friendly priest, who invited them 
to his house, where in his absence they had opportu- 
nity to speak to the villagers of Jesus and his salva- 
tion. In another they gathered a little company for 
prayer and reading the Scriptures, in a vegetable 
garden outside the city. 

At Ichmiodzin, the seat of the Catholicos, where 
the people are hardened by the monstrous decep- . 
tions practised by the ecclesiastics upon so many 
of the credulous, they found friends who entertained 
them for the truth’s sake. A paper was given them 
with the names of twenty-two men upon it, most of 
them heads of families, who are not only friendly 
but anxious for instruction. THese joined with our 
brethren in a meeting for prayer and the reading of 
the Scriptures, but were unable to have singing on 
account of vigilance of their ever-watchful enemies. 
These feeble friends of the truth long for freedom to 
worship God as their consciences and the Bible teach 
them is the only true way. They would ask for 
teachers, for missionaries, if they could do so with 
safety. Shall these inquirers after the way of life 
be left to perish? God forbid.

The Bible in Jerusalem: 
FROM OUR AGENT. 
PRUSSIAN HosPIck, Afternoon of March 15, 1864. 

My Dear Sir:—I am most happy to inform you 
of the result of my inquiries in regard to the Bible 
work in this city. Five years ago almost nothing 
was done in the way of Scripture distribution. Only 
about one hundred copies of the Word of God were 
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put into circulation in 1859, and most of these were 
given gratuitously to any who would accept them. 
In 1860 more than three hundred copies were dis- 
posed of. In 1861 some twelve hundred, about half 
of which were sold to Russian pilgrims. In 1862 
the distributions advanced to about fourteen hundred 
copies in all; while during the last year the circula- 
tion amounted to two thousand‘ two hundred and 
forty-five copies, only six hundred and twenty-eight 
of which were given gratuitously. ‘The amount re- 
ceived in cash from these sales was 6,927 piasters. 
These are very encouraging items to hear in Jeru- 
salem, and excite hope for the future. The princi- 
ple of selling at even a moderate price to pilgrims 
that come by thousands to the city, will be a great 
gain to all the field in this empire. Let us praise 
God for the past, and trust that good days for the 
old Jews are near ai hand.

Bible Tour in India.

NADIALLA, NEAR WARUNGUL, PEDEGARAT } 
Thursday, Aug 27, 1863. 

My pear BrotHer:—We have disposed of so 
many books that the weight in our bandies is re- 
duced to but little more than half what we had 
when we started, and yet every mile we would get 
set in the mud, and it would take us a long time to 
get out; and one time we got in so badly that we 
were an hour and a half in getting out, and that, 
g@iter geiting ten or twelve men to our assistance. 

I came on a little in advance of the bandies 
finally, and some of the villagers told me I might 
put up in an old heathen temple which stood by the 
side of the way. So here I sit, in front of the 
granite god, writing away to you. It is a curious 
old temple. I wish I could copy some of the carv- 
ing on the stone pillars. The floor, roof, pillars, 
walls, idols and all, are made of granite. The pot- 
bellied, elephant-trunk-nosed Vig’hneshwasa, son of 
Siva and Pasvathi, occupies one side of the temple, 
and a huge stone bull, sacred to Siva, well carved, 
the other side, 

We passed but one solitary village to-day, and 
sold a few books in that; and quite a number here, 
besides preaching to several groups. We have left 
the region of large towns, and for nearly 100 miles 
now must wend our way over a trackless country 
efftirély unknown. Some thirty miles we are told 
is open land-black cotton soil, and then we enter the 
dense teak forests which we have to traverse for. 
fifty miles, with only here and there an opening 
with a small village. We shail be able to report 
better on it, however, when we get through it. We 
do not expect to find as many readers, and of course 
cannot dispose of books as fast as we did in Warun- 
gul and surrounding villages, viz.: 1,225 in four 
days; but we hope to be able to scatter a little seed 
here and there, 

Paskal, Aug. 28th.—I sent the bandies on at two 
A.M. to-day, and myself remained in the old temple 
till daylight, keeping with me nothing but a light 
mattress which one man could bring on quickly 
after me. We had not gone a quarter of.a mile be- 
fore we came on fresh tiger tracks made since our 
bandies passed along. There appeared to have been 
two of them; one large and one small, They are 
the scourge of the country ; many men being carried 
away yearly by them, besides many sheep, bullocks, 
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and horses. This is a large village for this part of 
the country, and the people have bought books free- 
ly. They recognised us at once as old friends, for 
one of the books which we had sold a few days be- 
fore on the other side of Warungul, twenty-five miles 
back, had found its way out here already and been 
read, and produced a demand for more of the same 
kind. This shows how our books will scatter in all 
directions. Although we pursue one road, going not 
more than four miles off of it to villages, yet our 
books will go from village to village, and be a .wit- 
ness for God where no white man has ever been seen. 
This little incident has cheered us much. 

Dummanapeit, Evening —We came on here, four 
miles, at five P.M. This is a small straggling vil- 
lage. We found but three men who could read, and 
they bought books. We talked with the others and 
tried to point them to the ‘ Lamb of God which tak- 
eth away the sin of the world.” 

Boodwdsenu, Saturday, Aug. 29th.—We hav@ just 
entered the edge of the thick forest we have to pene- 
trate. The villages hence on to the Godavery are, 
we are told, few and of moderate size. The princi- 
pal cultivation in the clearings seems to be Indian 
corn or maize, although here they seem to be pre- 
paring the ground for rice also. We found but few 
readers here; but all the people are civil, and all 
who can read procure books. We came on more 
fresh tiger tracks this morning. This is in fact the 
worst part of the country through which we have io 
pass for tigers. We have committed our whole 
course to the Lord, and we do not fear the conse- 
quences. 

I have suffered a great deal more anxiety, how- 
ever, from another cause. One of our colporteurs, 
John Souri, is very sick with a bad form of dysentery. 
We should have felt obliged to stop from our journey 
on his account, but that this part of the country is 
very bad for that disease, and we thought it the 
safest way to try and get him into a more healthy 
locality as soon as possible. Yesterday we thought 
we would try James’ prescription, “Is any sick 
among you, let him call for the elders of the church ; 
and let them pray over him; . . . and the prayer 
of faith shall save the sick, and the Lord shall raise 
him up.’’—James v. 14, 15; and so held a prayer- 
meeting over him, and to-day I have felt exceeding- 
ly relieved by seeing signs of convalescence. May 
the Lord visit us in merey and restore him to health 
again ! 

Sabbath Evening, Aug. 30th.—This has been a 
strange kind of Sabbath to us in our tents in a little 
clearing shut in on all sides by thick forest. jungle. 
I had hardly dressed myself this morning, before a 
group of some twenty of the most intelligent appear- 
ing men of the place, some of whom we had seen 
and talked with yesterday, presented themselves at 
my tent door, and asked if they might come in and 
converse with me about this ‘‘new religion.” Of 
course I invited them in and to be seated, and we 
had a long and very interesting conversation. They 
all seemed most earnest and attentive except one 
elderly man, who improved the chance to take a nap 
as “church sleepers’? do often in America, only 
waking up enough to say, “ Yes, that’s very good,” 
“Tis truth itself,” whenever the others laughed at 
the aptness Of an illustration, or audibly expressed 
their sentiments on the subject under discussion ; and 
our sleeper not to be outdone would always echo 
the sentiment he heard expressed by the others when 
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he chanced to wake up. They went out at the close | Arabie for the blind; from Rev. I. G. Bliss, at 


of the discussion, or conversation rather, and going 
to the helper’s tent expressed themselves as very 
much gratified by the conversation, adding, “This 
religion must be true, or so great a gentleman would 
not take so much pains to learn our language, and 
come so far from his family to tell us poor jungle 
people of it. And the great God must have hel ped 
him, or he could not have learned our language so 
well, for we understood every word he said.” Of 
‘course that with reference to myself must be taken 
“cum grano salis,’ but I merely mention it to 
show the impression made on these people by the 
missionary in his distant tours.

American Bible Society. 

The stated meeting of the Managers was held at 
the Bible House, Astor Place, on Thursday, the 5th 
inst., at half past three, P.M., James Lenox, Esq., 
President of the Society, in the chair, assisted by 
Benj. L. Swan and Francis Hall, Esqs., Vice Presi- 
dents. 

Rey. Dr. Ferris read the 2d Psalm and offered 
prayer. 

Five new auxiliaries were recognised, of which 
two are in Iowa, one in Missouri, one in Kansas, 
and one in Ohio. 

Communications were received from E. H. Porter, 
Esq., president of Memphis and Shelby County Bible 
Society, Tennessee, acknowledging receipt of large 
grants of books for the Southwest, with an account of 
their distribution among Confederate and Union 
armies, and conveying the ardent and devout thanks of 
the men; from E. B. Bentley, Esq., Richmond, Va., 
secretary of Virginia Bible Society, expressing the 
pleasure felt by that society with the action of this 
Society in supplying the South with the Scriptures, 
and explaining the course of the Bible Society of 
Virginia in procuring the Scriptures from Great Brit- 
ain; from the Rev. E. P. Smith, containing a very 
interesting report of the work of Bible distribution 
in the Army of the Cumberland ; from the Rey. S. 
R. Riggs, in regard to electrotyping the Dakota 
Testament; from Rev. D. Trumbull, Valparaiso, 
as to Bible work in that city and Santiago; from 
the Rev. W. Clark, Milan, as to work in Italy and 
his employment of colporteurs in behalf of this 
Society; from Andrew Muir, Esq.,‘ of St. Peters- 
burg, sending book and cash account of the agency 
in that city; from Rev. Dr. Bergne, secretary of the 
British and Foreign Bible Society, in regard to 
printing the old Slavic and the Bulgarian Scriptures ; 
from Rev. Dr. Riggs, Constantinople, with specimen 
of Armenian type, and as to printing Scriptures in 


Jerusalem, showing increasing circulation of the 
Scriptures in that city, and asking authority to 
employ another colporteur in Egypt; from Rev. 
Dr. Hepburn, Yokohama, stating suspension for 
the present in translating the Scriptures in Japan, 
owing to the danger of prosecuting the work; from 
Rev. Dr. Butler, Bareilly, sending specimen of 
printing in Urdu, and the journal of the colporteur ; 
from Rev. W. Tracy, Madura, asking appropriation 
for the Mission, and in regard to colportage; from 
Rev. J. Rendall, and Rev. Dr. Lord, in regard to 
agency in India; from Rev. E. P. Hastings, Jaffna, 
sending journal of the colporteur in Ceylon. 

Grants of books were made, amounting to.21,835 
volumes. These were for various purposes: as sol- 
diers in the army and in hospitals, chiefly through 
auxiliaries or chaplains ; for Hebrew Sunday schools 
in this city; in French and English, for Port au 
Prince; to American §. S. Union, for the West; to 
the Presbyterian Board of Missions, books in French, 
Spanish, German, and English, for Corisco ; to the 
Freedmen’s Association and Missionaries to Freed- 
men; to the Board of Education for Freedmen; and 
to the American Missionary Association; books in 
the Zulu language to the A. B. C. F. M.; with 
$550 for Bible work in India. 

Wm. Whitlock, Jr., Esq., was elected a Vice 
President of this Society ; and Mr. Wm. G. Lambert 
was elected a Manager, to supply the place of the 
late Horace.Holden, Esq. 

The receipts for April were $61,345 99; the 
issues, 129,219 volumes. 


The following address, delivered by the President 
of the Society, James Lenox, Esq., at the first 
meeting of the Board which was held after his 
election to that office, is furnished for publication in 
the Record, by special request of the Managers :-— 


Before proceeding to the special business of 
this meeting, I wish to express my acknowledgments 
to the Board for the gratifying manner in which 
they have elected me President of the American 
Bible Society. I know no similar position to which 
I should esteem it greater honour to be chosen. It is 
not a little matter to be the successor of the many 
eminent men who have held this place ; whose sery- 
ices, not merely to this Society, but to the State, 
have been recently brought back to our recollection 
by one of yourselves. And if I look at my im- 
mediate predecessor, whose experience, tact, and 
unvarying courtesy have procured for him the rep- 
utation of a most accomplished presiding officer, in 
the many positions of this nature which he held, I 
am admonished that I have a difficult task before me, 

I am aware that your chairman is seldom ealled 
to do more than attend to the routine of business, 
But I feel myself so inexperienced in the niceties 
and technicalities of parliamentary law, that should 
questions of that kind arise, I shall be obliged to 
appeal to your forbearance and consideration. The

THE PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 


In appearing before you this morning, I must be 
permitted, even at the risk of anticipating a portion 
of the reports to be made by the other Officers of 
the Society, to congratulate you upon the progress 
which has been made in the distribution of the 
Word of God, and in the offerings of his people for 
that purpose. The American Bible Society ap- 
proaches very nearly to its semi-centennial Anni- 
versary, and the years of its existence have been 
generally marked by an advance in its work, and in 
the means which have been placed in its possession 
to prosecute that work:—during the very period 
when a civil war has raged within our borders, and 
uncertainty and derangement have sometimes char- 
acterized our national affairs, a condition now, I 
trust, passed, or rapidly passing away, the Society 
has again and again been called upon to express de- 
vout gratitude to God, for the increasing opportunities 
of extending its beneficent agency both at home and 
abroad. 

At this moment we can announce an enlargement 
of our resources beyond those of the preceding year— 
far beyond those of any other year—and a distribu- 
tion of the Scriptures unexampled in our previous 
experience. No application for these from any 
source has been denied, but has been met with cheer- 
fulness and liberality. At home our Army and 
Navy have drawn largely upon our deposilory, and, 
we have every reason to believe, they have found 
support, consolation and instruction, such as no 
other book but the Bible can afford. The same as- 
sociation to which reference has been made on for- 
mer occasions, I mean the Christian Commission, 
has continued its labours, until the volumes pre- 
sented gratuitously to it by this Society for distribu- 
tion since the commencement of the war, exceed 
700,000 copies. 

The historian of the Roman empire has remarked 
that a public hospital for the sick was unknown in 
that large portion of the world, until Christianity 
had diffused its leaven within its boundaries: our 
times are indeed marked by a far more extensive 
prevalence of scriptural truth; but could we have 
reasonably looked at this moment for the display of 
voluntary, self-denying and personal ministrations, 
which this association has manifested? An unpaid 
agency of more than one thousand individuals in 
such a work, is I believe unprecedented ; and this, 
it must be remembered, is exhibited in one division 
only of the many benevolent efforts, which war has 
called forth among us. 

Nor has the American Rible Society forgotten the 
claims of other countries, amidst the pressing de- 
mands which our own land has made upon us in 
frequency and interest, almost calculated to render 


| our ears dull to calls from abroad. Our report will 
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show that we have been able to devote a larger sum 
than we have before granted for the purpose of cir- 
culating the Bible in foreign lands, With the 
many opportunities afforded by commerce, and those 
which the providence of God has opened before us 
from war and conquest, (though the people engaged 
in these meant not so,) we are encouraged to assist 
in preparing and distributing His word in the many 
tongues of the earth. The whole Bible, or portions 
of it, have now been translated into more than 250 
of the different languages and dialects of the world. 
ee we estimate the amount of mental labour that 

as been expended in this work—a labour of love, 
looking for its reward to the hope of benefits to be 
conferred on others, and to the desire of evincing its 
gratitude for the one “unspeakable gift” received ! 
In the results which may be comprehended in the 
year now ended, we may refer to the complete re- 
vision of the version of the whole Bible to be scat- 
tered among the millions of China, to the transla- 
tion already commenced in Japanese, and to the 
Pushtoo New Testament for the tribes of Afghanistan. 
I mention these portions of the work particularly, 
because they have been carried on by our own 
countrymen. And it will not be deemed foreign to 
my subject, I trust, if I allude to a notable cireum- 
stance, the appointment by the authorities of China 
of four of their literary men of high grade, to assist 
an American missionary in the translation of 
Wheaton’s Treatise on International Law. The 
reputation of the translator with this exclusive and 
jealous nation, was acquired by the help he had af- 
forded as interpreter in the diplomatic arrangements 
of his native land: and the acceptance of such a 
work by a people rejecting with disdain all previous 
attempts at intercourse with the world beyond their 
borders, must have a real, though indirect, influence 
upon the progress of the truths contained in the 
Bible. 

The apothegm of a celebrated French philosopher, 
“T think, theretore I am,” has been greatly admired 
for its sententiousness and force. The Apostle ex- 
presses the principle of his conduct and that of his 
companions, in terms as terse and energetic, ‘| 
believed, and therefore have I spoken.’ Let us be fol- 
lowers of them. If we believe, let us act; if we be 
convinced that the truth of the Seriptures is to pre- 
vail throughout the world until the earth shall be 
full of the knowledge of Jehovah as the waters cover 
the sea, let us be careful to pray, and give, and 
go forward with perseverance, with meekness free 
from all agreement with error, and with zeal, tem- 
pered by patience and judgment.

books printed in foreign lands, 118,487; total of 
books printed during the year, 1,592,196. 

Booxs Issurp from the Depository, 1,425,146 vol- 
umes; books distributed in foreign lands, 75,418 
volumes; total of issues during the year, 1,500,564 
volumes. 

Acerecate Issues during the last three years (of 
the war), 3,778,105 volumes (exclusive of foreign 
distribution) ; valued at $848,360 61. This number 
exceeds the issues of the first twenty-eight years of 
the Society, 1816 to 1844 inclusive, by 193,845 vols. 

ToTaL NUMBER of VotuMEs IssvED from the organ- 
ization of the Society in 1816, forty-eight years, ex- 
elusive of foreign distribution except for the past 
year, 18,854,282. 

Of the Biste Socrety Recorp, 413,800 copies 
were issued ; average monthly circulation, 34,483. 


Donations BY THE Society in grants of money 
and books, $181,144 83. 

TuHIRTY-EIGHT AGENTS, of whom seven are in the 
foreign field, have been employed during the year. 
Twelve new Agents were appointed. Besides these, 
many colporteurs and distributers have been engaged, 
and thousands of local unpaid agents in the service: 
of our Auxiliaries in this country. 


During the year ending March 31, 1864, twenty- 
nine of the Society’s Agents have sent in their re- 
ports, some of which embrace only a part of the 
year, from which it appears that they visited during 
that time, 1,300 Auxiliary Bible Societies ; attended 
2,937 Bible meetings; delivered 3,204 Bible ser- 
mons and addresses; sent over 30,000 letters and 
circulars; collected $176,562 16; obtained sub- 
scriptions to the amount of $38,199 54; and re- 
mitted to the Parent Treasury $145,047 76; besides 
what they paid into the treasuries of auxiliaries. 
The whole amount reported by them as received 
from all sources in their respective fields, is 
$361,194 33. Under their supervision, many thou- 
sands of destitute families were supplied with the 
Scriptures, and a large number of destitute in- 
dividuals, including young persons, soldiers, pris- 
oners of war, the inmates of asylums and hospi- 
tals, ete., ete. 

Tur Army anpD Navy have been freely supplied 
through the United States Christian Commission, 
Auxiliary Bible Societies, Agents, chaplains, and 
other distributing agencies. Besides the very large 
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circulation by local Bible societies, specific grants 
have been made by the Board of Managers for 
soldiers, prisoners of war, etc., of 362,802 volumes, 
to the United States Christian Commission, and 
disiributed by it without cost to this Society. The 
total number of Bibles, Testaments, and parts of 
Scripture granted to the Christian Commission for 
the army and navy within the past two years, is 
766,075 volumes. The total number of volumes 
distributed in the army and navy since the war be- 
gan, by the Parent Society and its auxiliaries, is 
probably near to two millions. 

To the FrrEEDMEN oF THE SovuTH in schools and 
camps, 18.494 volumes have been granted, and the 
demand is constantly increasing. Thousands of col- 
oured troops have also been supplied, with the armies 
to which they belong. 

To the Srcrpep Sratzs, during the year, grants 
have been made of 217,824 volumes, and sales of 
40,054 volumes; total, 257,878. These books are 
forwarded by flag of truce, with the full permission 
of the Government and military authqrities. 

Foreign Worx.—Five new Agents have been 
appointed for the work during the year, making 
seven in all, besides colporteurs, of which there are 
now about thirty. 

The Scriptures are being published abroad in 
various languages; in Italy, Germany, Russia, 
Turkey, India, China, the Sandwich Islands, besides 
Scriptures in Arabic for the blind in Egypt. 

In funds, $60,063 92 have been expended on the 
foreign work, besides what has been done in the 
Bible House for the foreign department. 

The Society publishes books at home and abroad, 


in about forty-six languages and dialects.

Summary of the Monthly Labours of the Agents of the 
American Bible Society. 


During the month of March last, reports were 
received from twenty-seven Agents of the Society, 
the results of whose labours are as follows: Aux- 
iliaries visited, 132; Bible meetings attended, 249 ; 
Bible sermons and addresses delivered, 234; amount 
of funds collected, $16,124 84; amount of funds re- 
mitted to the Parent Treasury, $14,347 81; amount 
paid into the treasuries of auxiliaries, $442 90; 
subscriptions obtained during the month, $2,544 55; 
and 1,310 destitute families, and 998 soldiers sup- 
plied with the Scriptures. 

In the prosecution of their agency during the 
month, they were obliged to travel several thousand 
miles; to perform a great amount of correspondence ; 
to hold a great many important conferences with in- 
dividuals, officers of societies and pastors of churches ; 
and to attend personally to a multitude of interests 
relating to the Bible cause which usually do not 
find their way into their monthly statements. 
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Reports of Agents. 


Mr. Guiip, of Ruope Isnanp, writes: “TI have been 
at Fort Adams, near Newport, twice during the past 
month, and supplied one hundred and seventy-one 
soldiers with portions of the Scriptures. New recruits 
are received at this fort almost every day, and most of 
them are very young. They have no chaplain, and, at 
present, the barracks are so occupied that no place can be 
provided for religious services on the Sabbath. All that 
can be done for them now seems to be to give the books.” 

Rey. Mr. RicHarpson, of CENTRAL NEW YORK, 
writes: ‘‘ The receipts from congregations in my- field in 
which collections have been made are largely in advance 
of those which have come in previous years from the 
same sources; and this I believe has been prompted by 
a higher appreciation of the object in view on the part 
of the Christian community.” 

Rey. Dr. SHELDON, of NEw JERSEY AND DELAWARE, 
after a very interesting statement respecting the Bur- 
lington County and Madison Female Bible Societies, 
and the three annual conferences of the M. E. Church 
embraced in his field, concludes by saying: ‘‘I am 
thankful to say that this good Cause is sustained in my 
field, not only with a growing measure of pecuniary 
contributions which the prosperity of the country 
might insure, but with a deep and growing interest on 
the part of our people in bebalf of the great and blessed 
work of diffusing God’s Word.” 

Rev. Mr. WELBuRN, of WESTERN KENTUCKY, under 
many discouragements, sends us such statements in ref. 
erence to his field, as to lead to the conviction that our 
work there also is gradually coming up again to its former 
position in the hearts and plans of the friends of the Bible. 

Rey. Dr. Hartsuorn, of EASTERN OnIO, writes: ‘I 
have not had so laborious nor so fruitful a month as the 
last.during the whole year. I have travelled an aggre- 
‘gate of nearly one thousand miles, held an unusual 
number of anniversaries among the auxiliary and branch 
societies, and attended the Pittsburgh Conference of the 
M. E. Church at Barnesville, Ohio, where I met a large 
number of the ministerial brethren, who cordially en- 
dorsed our Cause with aseries of spirited resolutions, 
urging upon the brethren a more hearty co-operation 
with the American Bible Society and its agencies. Dur- 
ing the month I have visited personally fourteen aux- 
iliary and branch societies, in most of which annual 
meetings were held and addresses delivered, and have 
received the visitation of ten or twelve others by the 
county agent labouring under my supervision. Through 
these agencies not less than fifteen congregations have 
been publicly addressed upon our Cause, and not less 
than twelve hundred families have been visited at their 
homes. My cash receipts during the month have been 
$2,470 99,” 

Rey. Mr. Wriaut, of Missourt, gives us an encour- 
aging account of the gradually reviving condition of the 
society’s affairs in his field. Many auxiliaries which 
had ceased to be active through the distraction of the 
times are beginning to come up once more to their for- 
mer state of vigour and usefulness, and our friends 
throughout the State are rallying once more with 
earnestness around this noble Cause. 

Rey. Mr. BARDWELL, of Wisconsmn, says: ‘Our 
auxiliaries are many of them improving, and the work is 
generally progressing in the State. If the Welsh so- 
cieties do as well as they did last year, the inerease over 
that year will be two thousand dollars or more, 
the month I have attended nine Bible meetings, in which 
I delivered sermons or addresses, attended three anni- 
versaries, visited nine other auxiliaries, and collected 
$1,535 62, of which $646 64 are from contributions.” 
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Rev. Mr. Dennis, of Kansas, speaks of having cireu- 
lated the Scriptures to some extent among the Seminole, 
Creek, and Fox Indians, and among destitute Sabbath 
schools, and gives an encouraging view of the state of 
our Cause in his field. He is now probably labouring in 
the southwestern part of the State, where, he says, “I 
shall be among many Indians, and no doubt shall find 
some openings for doing them good.”

Reports of Auxiliaries, 

VERMONT. Vermont Bretez Soctety celebrated its 
fifty-first anniversary at Montpelier, October 14th, when 
an appropriate, interesting, and able discourse was de- 
livered by the Rey. Dr. Wilkes, of Montreal, and the 
usual annual business was transacted. The society re- 
solved to donate eleyen hundred dollars, now in their 
treasury, to the American Bible Society, to improve and 
enlarge their depository, and to enter upon the work of 
exploring and supplying their field with the Scriptures 
during the present year. The receipts of the society for 
the last year amounted to $3,835 86. ‘As far as possible,” 
says the report, ‘‘the soldiers who have gone from this 
State have been supplied with Testaments by this 
society.” 

CONNECTICUT. Norwatk anp Vicrnity BIsiz 
Society visited during the year 542 families, and found 
only ten which were destitute of the Scriptures, three 
of which were Romanists. The receipts for the year 
amounted to $471 67. After paying over to the Parent 
Society $242 39, and for expenses $63 15, there remains 
a balance in the treasury of $166 13. The sales in the 
depository amounted to $141 46. The executive com- 
mittee say in their report: “Our connexion with the 
Parent Society continues. We have received assurance 
of the deep‘interest of that Institution in our prosperity; 
as well as cheering words of confidence and encourage- 
ment. Weare linked in our efforts with the American 
Bible Society, that mighty agency ofaccumulated power, 
great vigour, and world-wide influence for good. Weare 
of it; we move with it, and in the same direction.” 

NEW YORK. PEEKSKILL FEMALE BIBLE SocIETY 
donated last year $64 to the Parent Society. The report 
speaks in well-chosen words of the death of Mrs. Ann 
Mitchell—who was for many years the treasurer, and for 
the last fourteen years, the beloved president of the 
society—in the seventy-ninth year of her age. 

‘NEW JERSEY. Giovucrstrr County Brae Socrery 
is about taking steps for the exploration and supply of 
its field with the Scriptures. The receipts of the so- 
ciety amounted to $255 93, and it has a good supply of 
books in its depository. At the last anniversary of the 
society, on the 17th of February, very appropriate notice 
was taken of the death of John B. Harrison, Esq., who 
for along series of years has been an active member of 
the society, and for the last six years its esteemed and 
honoured yice-president. 

PENNSYLVANIA. ALLe@HANY FEMALE BretE So- 
CIETY, after thirty-four years of labour in behalf of the 
Bible cause, is still in a very thriving and prosperous 
condition, ‘ Although,” says the report, “the amount 
of work done in the way of actual distribution appears 
comparatively small, yet, by our connexion with the 
American Bible Society, to whose funds in the year just 
closed we have contributed $240, we are sure that we 
are accomplishing much good—how much we shall 
never know, till 

‘Looking o’er life's finished story, 
We read the record there.’” 

OHIO. Portacr County Bisie Socrmty received 
into its treasury last year $721 31, and has in its de- 
pository Bibles and Testaments to the value of $385 50, 
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The annual meeting of the society was held in Edin- 
burgh, on the 26th of March, and was an occasion of 
much interest. / 

GALION BrisuE Soctrety during the past year disposed 
of Bibles and Testaments to the value of $67, and it 
has still in its depository books valued at $100. The 
receipts of the society amounted to $149 14. 

Van Wert County Briste Society received into its 

treasury last year $259 06, and it has a good assortment 
of books in its depository, valued at $430 06. This 
society has thoroughly canvassed and supplied its field 
three times, and by this means it has done an incaleu- 
lable amount of good. 
_ INDIANA. Mownrosz County Brste Society writes 
to us that it is out of debt, and has $132 75 remaining 
in its treasury. The anniversary, which was held on the 
7th of March, was well attended and very interesting. 

Gipson County Brsie Socrery directed its executive 
committee at its last anniversary to employ a distributer 
to-explore and supply its field as soon as practicable. 
The society appears to be in a flourishing condition. 
Its president is Rev. John M‘Master, D.D., and its 
secretary Rev. J. L. Craig. 

Parke County BIBLE Society reports its receipts for 
the year at $840 44, and the value of Bibles and Testa- 
ments in its depository at $208 61. Its last anniversary 
was attended at Rockville, on the 27th of March. 

ILLINOIS. Avrora City Brste Soctety reports: 
“We have donated to the Parent Society during the last 
year $45, and shall have a surplus of $52 75 after pay- 
ing all our indebtedness. We have now in our de- 
pository books to the value of $211 15.” 

MorGan County Braue Society reports having re- 
ceived into its treasury during the past year $1,963 54, 
and sent as a donation to the American Bible Society 
$1,000. The report speaks very tenderly and appro- 
priately of the death of the Rev. John Adams, D.D., 
who for twelve years past has been the president of the 
society. 

IOWA. Kzeoxuxk City Brsxe Society reports for the 
year past having visited 1,747 families, comprising 8,840 
persons, and found 408 families destitute of a full copy 
of the Bible, and 282 families entirely destitute. In 
every case the destitution was supplied where persons 
were willing to receive. This auxiliary is nobly occupy- 
ing the sphere which Divine Providence has assigned to 
it; and it must be asource of pleasure to its officers and 
patrons to know that it bas already done, and is still 
doing so much good, 

Very appropriate and honourable mention is made of 
death of Hon. Zimri Howe, for many years the hon- 
oured president of the society, and one of its directors 
at the close of his life.

Rev. George A, Shelton and the Long Island Bibl 
Society. 

We cheerfully make room in the columns of the 
Record for the following minute in relation to the 
decease of the beloved servant of Christ whose name 
appears at the head of this article. For many years 
he has been an ardent friend and a zealous advocate 
of the American Bible Society, and at the time of 
his death he was an esteemed member of one of its 
Standing Committees. His loss is deeply felt in 
this Institution,.and its Officers and Managers can 
heartily respond to all the expressions of honour and 
sympathy which follow, 


At arecent meeting in Jamaica, the managers of 
the Long Island Bible Society, on motion of the 


Rey. Dr. Currie, of New Utrecht, adopted, and 
ordered to be placed on record, the following minute, 
expressive of their sorrow at the loss of their late ex- 
cellent secretary :— 

On Sabbath evening, 27th of December, 1863, the 
spirit of the Rev. George Shelton returned to 
God who gave it. For about thirty-six years he was 
the rector of St. James’ Protestant Episcopal Church 
of Newtown. During this long period, by his daily 
walk, his conscientious, faithful, and affectionate 
preaching, his earnest personal pleading with the 
impenitent, and his sympathy with his people amid 
affliction and sorrow, he gained their confidence 
and love, while, at the same time, he commanded 
the respect and esteem of men of the world. Mean- 
time, he also lived in cordial fellowship with his 
ministerial brethren of other denominations, and 
was ever prompt to co-operate with them in every 
“oo0d word and work.” 

In no benevolent work, however, did he feel or 
manifest more interest than in the circulation of the 
Sacred Scriptures. Twenty-seven years he faith- 
fully served this society as recording secretary, and 
devoted time, talents, and means, to make it not a 
nominal but an effective auxiliary of the Parent 
Society. It is believed that there is not a town on 
the island which he did not visit, and in which his 
modest, affectionate, and earnest pleadings, in behalf 
of the Bible and its circulation throughout the 
whole world, have not been heard. 

The death of such a man—such a minister of 
Jesus Christ—is a loss not merely to his family, to 
the church to which he ministered with fidelity and 
acceptance, and to the community which was fa- 
voured with the light of his godly example, and the 
influence of his pious and faithful instructions. It 
is a loss also to the world, to the Church of Christ 
in general, and to the cause of genuine Christian 
benevolence. 

The board of directors of the Long Island Bible 
Society, therefore, in placing upon their minutes 
this testimonial to the piety, worth, and usefulness 
of their late recording secretary, Rev. George 
Shelton, while bowing submissively to the will of 
the Almighty, would express their regret, their deep 
sorrow, that they shall see his face no more; no 
more be aided by his sound judgment in the trans- 
action of business.

Dear Sir :—Your letter of the 14th January, sent 
by flag of truce, was duly received and laid before 
the board of managers of the Virginia Bible Society. 

In reply, I am directed 1o request you to express 
to the President and Board of Managers of the Ameri- 
can Bible Society the gratification which the senti- 
ments contained in your communication gave them, 
and the promptness with which the board of man- 
agers of the V. B. S. respond to every feeling of 
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interest in the great work committed to the friends 
of the Bible cause everywhere. It gives them pleas- 
ure to learn the activity displayed by the A. B. S., 
in sending the Word of God beyond the lines of the 
United States, and applying it for the benefit of such 
portions of the armies of the Confederate States as 
they were able to reach. They cheerfully acknowl- 
edge the disposition thus manifested (so much in 
accordance with the spirit which should character- 
ize a Society of this kind, and with all the recollec- 
tions we cherish of it from our former connexion) ; 
they acknowledge it cheerfully, even where they 
have not been able to verify the receipts, on the part 
of the South, of the intended douations. 

I must have been very unfortunate in the word- 
ing of my late communication, if it conveyed the 
idea of finding fault or containing a charge against 
the A. B. S., on the part of the V.B.S. The inten- 
tion of the board, as [ endeavoured to express 1t, was 
simply to record a statement of facts, as they pre- 
sented themselves to them, and which made it their 
duty to obtain the necessary supply of Bibles and 
Testaments elsewhere, which they had failed to 
obtain from the A, B.S. The board were acting 
solely for the Virginia Bible Society, and could not 
pretend to act for the whole South ; they knew only 
that the same lamentable want of the Word of God 
was felt in the other States and western armies of 
the Confederacy. 

On the 22d of May, 1861, the letter of Mr. M‘Neill, 
referred to in your communication, and dated the 
20th of that month, was received; but it was not 
followed by any action of the A. B.S., as far as 
became known to us; owing, probably, to the fact of 
the invasion of Virginia by Federal troops on the 
24th of May (although the communication remained 
open for some time longer, and a way had been sug- 
gested in my letter, covering the order for books, by 
which their transmission might have been effected), 
and to the difficulties arising from the opening of the 
eampaign. Since that time to the end of December, 
1862, nothing had been heard at all to give any hope 
that the wants of Virginia could be supplied from the 
North; and in duty towards their own charge—the 
people and armies of Virginia—the board felt bound 
to adopt measures for their relief, and, at consider- 
able expense and sacrifice, it was determined to send 
the Rev. Dr. Hoge as special agent to England. 

It was not until several months after thé depart- 
ure of. Dr. Hoge, and his safe arrival in England, that 
the correspondence, which had been closed for twen- 
ty-two months, was opened again by the A. B.S, 
through the Maryland Bible Society (24th March, 
1863; received 4th April, 1863; and five cases, 
shipped from Baltimore on the 25th March, were 
received some time after; no others were received 
at any time), 

But the mission of Dr. Hoge had been eminently 
successful—more so than had been anticipated—and 
satisfactory arrangements had been made to supply 
the wants of the Virginia Bible Society, Upon the 
return of their agent towards the end of October, 
1863, and his report to the board on the 3d Decem- 
ber, it appeared that there existed no longer any 
need to apply for aid to the A. B. S., and it beeame 
the duty of the board to recall the order for the 
purchase of 25,090 Bibles and 75,000 Testaments— 
which had been resolved on at the previous meeting 
of 8th October—especially in view of the difficulties, 
which long experience had taught them to exist, in 


the transmission of such orders in the present state 
of affairs. : 

In all this, the board of the Virginia Bible Society 
have acted without any design to impugn the mo- 
tives or criminate the action of the American Buble 
Society ; nor do they now cherish any other but kindly 
and Christian feelings towards them; and bid them 
God-speed in the good work in which they are en- 
gaged. But as the Virginia Bible Society has secured 
a sufficient supply for the wants of its own field of 
operations, the board do not feel justified in drawing 
either upon the generosity or the resources of the 
American Bible Society.

How the Bible is Given to Soldiers. 

Rey. W. M. Coleman, writing to the U. S. Chris- 
tian Commission from Chattanooga, Feb. 23, 1864, 
thus graphically describes his distribution of the 
Word of God to the soldiers, at the headquarters of 
the Commission :— 

“Give me a Testament,” asks one, and he gets it 
without delay. ‘‘Have you any Bibles?” inquires 
another. ‘Yes, sir.” “Give meone.’”’ Bibles are 
not so plentiful as Testaments, and cannot be so freely 
distributed, therefore we are instructed to be cau- 
tious and judicious in giving them out. In order to 
find out whether the applicant is entitled to one, we 
ask him, ‘Are you on your way home?” “No.” 
“ Are you going home soon?” “No.” “ Have you 
any Bibles in your mess?” “No.” “Can you 
carry one conveniently?” “ Yes.”? ‘“ Won’t throw 
it away when you find it a little troublesome 
to carry??? “No, sir.’ After this questioning and 
answering he receives one. The other day a ser- 
geant came in and asked if we had Bibles. I told 
him we had a few. “Let me have one, if you 
please ;” adding, “ A Bible saved my life at Lookout 
Mountain. I had it in that pocket,” pointing to his 
breast. “A ball struck it, but it fortunately glided 
off, only tearing off the back.’’ Another man wanted 
one. He said, “I am not going home: they would 
not take me as a veteran ;” and holding up his hand, 
three fingers were gone which he lost in battle, 
which were the cause of his rejection as a veteran, 
and which at the same time pleaded eloquently and 
irresistibly for a copy of the Sword of the Spirit. 
We gave him a Bible with all haste and heart.

While bending my course through the County of 
S—, in the State of , distributing the Word 
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ot Life, my attention was drawn to an ancient build- 
ing, formed of logs in their natural state. The in- 
mates were a widowed mother and her only daugh- 
ter, an idiot from birth; and from the manner in 
which they received me, they seemed not much ac- 
customed to visits from strangers. 

I told the widow I was an Agent of the American 
Bible Society, traversing the county to supply per- 
sons with God’s Word. She looked at severa! Bibles, 
and expressed great anxiety to possess one. She 
said that in her early marriage she had a Bible which 
was her mother’s—one she prized on that account ; 
“but ah,” with tears in her eyes, “my husband was 
a drunkard, and sold my Bible for that accursed 
stuff whiskey, and I never have been able since that 
to own one.”’ Said I, ‘‘ Mother, are you not able to 
buy one?” ‘ No,” said she, “I have not a quarter 
in the world; if I had I should buy me a Bible.” 
“ Mother,” said I, “in the name of the American 
Bible Society I present you with a Bible; take it; 
read it; make it the man of your counsel ; and may 
the God of our Father bless it to your good.’”’? She 
clasped it to her bosom, and with tears coursing 
down her furrowed cheek, she thanked God from her 
heart for once more bringing to her possession his 
blessed Word. 

Often since that I have visited the old house, and: 
always find her reading and conversing about her 
‘“‘sweet book,’? as she terms it. I never left the 
Bible in a house with greater pleasure, or felt more 
in the discharge of my duty as a colporteur, than 
when I placed the Bible in the hands of the widow

Valparaiso, 

We have received the journal of a Bible colpor- 
teur in Valparaiso, from which we make the follow- 
ing extracts :—[Eps. 

Thursday, Nov. 26th.—Had opportunity to con- 
verse with three Chilian families a long time, about 
Jesus as the only way, and sold a Bible, besides 
other books. Heard from a man near the Merced 
Church, that the priests had told him that it is not 
allowed to read religious Protestant books; so that 
he was in doubt whether he should deliver the books 
which he bought a short time ago from me, to the 
priests, or not. I tried to convince him that he has 
to become dependent on Jesus, and not on the priests. 


~ "Se geQ9th,—From a Chilian sailor in the American 


hospital I heard that he delivered his Bible, which 
he got from me about two months ago, to a priest. 
But some of them are more enlightened. About two 
weeks ago one of them asked me for another Testa- 
ment, promising not to give it out of his hand, He 
says Jesus is his only refuge. 

28th.—Boarded seven vessels. I find among the 
Scotch, the Norwegians, Danes, and Swedes, the 
same eagerness to get the Bible. 

30th.—Visited twelve families. Had worship with 
three in German. Think the Lord has blessed my 
labours among the natives. One well-edugated 
Chilian lady, who bought a Bible and several books, 
showed me much kindness. Her husband, self, and 
eldest children, are interested in reading the Word 
of God. 

Dec. 1st.—Visited seven Chilian families. By 
my best efforts it was impossible to sell more than a 
Testament and another book, and felt to-day more 
discouraged. 


4th—Had a conversation with an Italian priest, 
He is the first who has spoken sensibly, and without 
hatred to the Protestants. 

9th.—Visited fifteen Chilian families, selling two 
Spanish Bibles and one Testament, and had interest- 
ing conversations with several. Nearly all were 
thankful for the tracts, and these have often led 
them to consideration. 

11th.—Had an interesting conversation with a 
priest in the depository. In the English hospital 
bowed the knee with nine men; and then in the 
American with six others, besides praying with two, 
who were sick, in their own rooms. 

14th.—Visited a number of native families, A 
young man bought a Spanish and Portuguese Test- 
ament to-day, on purpose to learn English, so that 
he might find opportunity to deal with true Chris- 
tians. Begged me to call again. Sold a Bible not 
long ago in the same house. A lady told me to-day 
that the priests are very much against the reading 
of it; but she is more enlightened, and I trust she 
will never neglect to read it. Also had a short re- 
ligious conversation with a very respectable Chilian 
family to whom I sold a Bible some montis ago, 
To-day we read a chapter in the Old Testament. 

18th.—From the first I have tried to give atten- 
tion to the sick. and can say the Lord gave his: bless- 
ing to the reading of his Word, with papers and 
tracts. To-day visited the English, American, and 
French hospitals. Held worship with them. 

21st.—Sales fewer than I could desire, yet I feel 
encouraged. To-day visited ten native families. 
Had worship in my house with some seamen. Ina 
saddler’s shop found a native reading his Testament, 
which he had bought from me a long time ago. 
Asking if he was interested in reading it, he answer- 
ed, “Yes, and soon I will buy the Old Testament 
also.’’? In another shop where I offered my books, a 
man and his wife were reading the Bible in Jere- 
miah. After a long conversation, the man was very 
thankful for some tracts I gave them. 

22d.—It was not encouraging that after visiting 
twelve families, going from street to street, I was not 
able to sell one book, Later in the day went up one 
of the hills and called on eight families more; sold 
one Bible, two Testaments, and one book. A boy 
twelve or thirteen years of age was so instructed by 
the priests that he was’ afraid to read only some 
verses to his father, who was inclined to buy a Bible. 

24th.—A pious woman and her daughter bought a 
Bible to-day, and had just paid for it when her hus- 
band approached. She felt she must conceal it from 
him, he is so much opposed to the Book. 

26th.—Visited twelve ships at anchor. Kindly 
received in almost every instance. One young man 
was anxious for his soul. Steward of same vessel 
an enlightened man, seemingly a true Christian. A 
Swede was desirous of getting religious books in his 
own tongue; sorry to have but a Bible for him, 
since with that he was supplied. 

Sales for November.—At depository—Spanish Bi, 
bles, 3; English do., 6; Spanish Testaments, 6; 
two languages do., 5; total, 20. By Hawkins— 
Spanish Bibles, 3; English do., 1; Spanish Testa- 
ments, 10; English do., 1; two languages do., 2 ; 
German Bible, 1; do. Testaments, 2; other lan- 
guages, 3; total, 23. 

Family visits, 144; hospital do, 12; boarded 
ships, 43; prayer in families and hospital ships, 31 
times; sales of Scriptures and volumes, 220. 
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Funds of the American Bible Society Respected by 
Robbers. 

The following interesting and suggestive incident 
is given us by Rev. Edmund Wright, our Agent for 
Missouri : 

I sent you $41 45 last month, which I found in a 
Bible money-box in Utica, in this State, which, as 
learned on a recent visit, proved safer than the 
“ safe.’ As your New York rioters respected the 
Bible House, so Missouri robbers respected Bible 
money. 

About two years since some robbers entered a 
store in broad daylight and demanded the money. 
They took six hundred dollars ; but when they were 
told that the money in a given box belonged to the 
American Bible Society, they conferred together and 
said: ‘‘ We had better let that alone.’’? An absent 
partner, without the knowledge of the one who was 
in the store, had placed two hundred dollars of their 
own in that Bible safe, and in this way the robbers 
left $241 45 untouched.

Ceylon. 
JOURNAL OF A COLPORTEUR, 
(Concluded.) 

April 10th.—Visited another Tamil school, The 
teacher received me gladly, and I had a meeting with 
his pupils. He said frequently, “‘ One of the mission 
agents has held a meeting here, and spoken to me of 
these things.” At a house where the people were 
assembled for a funeral, I read the 25th chapter of 
Matthew and spoke to them. 

17th.—Visited fifteen houses and conversed with 
over forty people. One man said, ‘“‘ Though the 
teachings of the Bible pertain to man’s salvation, it 
is very difficult to walk in accordance with them, 
and it is better therefore not to hear them.” An- 
other replied, “‘ Your sinful desires are the cause of 
the difficulty.” 

In April 300 houses were visited, and over 900 
persons addressed. ight portions of Scripture were 
sold and twenty-one given. 

In May continued labouring in Manepay district. 

Muy 4th.—Visited eighteen houses.and conversed 
with about eighty people. Gave two portions. Some 
spoke of the translation of the Bible. Others said 
we should not se!l the Bible, but give it gratuitously. 

14th.—Visited twenty-four houses. In one house 
the widow of a former schoolteacher who died a 
Christian, and other women, heard attentively when 
[spoke to them of Jesus being “the way, the truth, 
and the life.” The widow said if her husband had 


lived she should have been a member of the church 
before this. I sold one Luke’s Gospel. 

15th.—Visited twenty-five houses and gave seven 
books, and sold one. The people heard with mueh 
interest when I read and spoke to them. In one 
place I found a company of ten women, and read to 
them from the Gospels. Among them was one who 
had formerly studied in Uduvill school, and had 
married amorg the heathen. She acknowledged 
that she had entirely left off reading the Bible. I 
sold her one copy of Luke’s Gospel, and she prom- 
ised to read it to her neighbours. 

28th.—Went to Chavagacherry. Attended a meet- 
ing in the evening with Mr. Bates. Over sixty per- 
sons were present. 

Visited during the month 276 houses ; have spok- 
en with 1,073 persons; attended nine meetings 
among the people; disposed of twenty-nine portions 
of Scripture, of which nine were sold. , 

From the 29th of May to the 20th of June, Mr. 
Backus, with others, went on a tour to a destitute 
district, where very little missionary labour has been 
performed. The population of the district is much 
scattered. The people generally are very ignorant 
and rude. The following extracts are taken from 
Mr. Backus’ journal : 

May 30th.—We crossed Elephant Pass and visited 
about thirty houses. The people all Sivites. Found 
a road overseer who formerly studied in the Batti 
cotta seminary. 

31st. Sabbath.—In the forenoon we went out into 
the villages two by two, and visited among ihe peo- 
ple until eleven o’clock. The people are mostly 
from Chavagatherry and Varany. Some had studied 
under Mr. Apthorpe, when he resided at Varany. 
They were able to tell something of what they had 
learned when children. At noon we held a meeting 
in the rest-house, where we stopped. About forty 
persons were present. In the afternoon we went out 
again, two by two, and visited the houses. In one 
place several women ran from us like deer, and hid 
themselves. I went after them and quieted their 
fear, and told them the object of our coming, and 
read to them some verses from the Bible. 

In the evening we had a meeting together, and 
prayed for the divine blessing upon the labours of 
the day. . 

June 1st—We visited several small villages and 
saw about two hundred people. Sold several booXs. 

3d.—Visited several small villages. Met many 
Singalese, and also many persons from India—coolies 
going to Kandy to work. Saw much to encourage 
us in our work. We went two or three miles from 
the road in all directions, and visited little hamlets 
of three to eight houses each. In one place we 
found some Romanists. While we were reading 
from the Scriptures, a man from a neighbouring 
house came and said, “ You belong to the religion of 
the reformation; run and save your lives. Our 
priest has ordered us to burn all your books. We 
cannot hear these things ; go, go,” said he, and drove 
us aavay. We went to another house. Several per- 
sons were outside, and one was iuside of the house. 
When we spoke to them, the man inside called out 
angrily, “ Break their umbrellas; tear their shawls 
and beat them; strip off their clothes; seize them. 
We must not let them off; we will send them off 
naked and beaten.” We stood and calmly said, 
“Do what you please to our bodies; we shall not go. 
Christ our Saviour suffered many things for us sin- 
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ners.’ We then spoke of Christ’s suffering for us. 
Hearing this, the,man said, “‘ Very well ; come with 
us then to the mass; we are now going to a festival.” 
Others said, ‘“‘ Masters, go your way. If our priest 
should know of your visit there would be danger.” 
Thus they entreated us to leave. We went to other 
houses and sold some books. Spoke to the people 
and returned. : 

9th —We saw a huge image of Budh, overlaid 
with gold. Pilgrims bring rice and curry, and many 
kinds of dainties, as offerings; and accompanied by 
the priest, place lotus flowers, and the flowers of the 
tulase (a sacred tree), with cocoanut flowers, before 
the idol, and with a great crying, worship; after 
which they give the offerings to the priests. Many 
come from different quarters and make their offer- 
ings. We saw here also the choulitry (rest-house), 
with a thousand pillars, the bow tree, mountains, 
ete. Who does not pity the folly of these people ? 

10th and 11th.—Visited several villages on the 
road to Manaar. 

18th.—We reached Manaar, haying visited all the 
villages by the way. In Manaar we visited the 
streets and houses. Here we held a Bible meeting. 
About a hundred persons assembled in the school- 
house. There were. present burghers and Tamils. 
It was a pleasant meeting. 

19th.—We took a small native boat, and returned 
to Jaffna by water. Reached home on the 2uth. 
During our tour we visited sixty-five villages; met 
over 5,000 persons; sold over £10 worth of books, 
of various kinds. , 

During the remainder of the month I laboured in 
the Batticotta field. 

In the four months abovementioned, 7,398 persons 
were seen and conversed with, 742 visits were made, 
and sixty-five volumes distributed, besides others to 
the value of £10, the number of books not being 
stated. During the tour made in May and June, the 
actual number of visits made and individuals con- 
versed with is not stated, as the labours performed 
hardly admitted it. The labours were done in small 
villages or hamlets, meetings were held out of doors, 
groups were addressed as well as individuals. It was

The Bible in the Pacific, 
BY MRS.

Says the Rev. Henry T. Cheever, in his valuable 
book ‘‘ The Whale and his Captors :”’—I remember 
oneé to have listened to the narrative of a captain 
who was wrecked in the Pacific on a sunken rock, 
and for fourteen days and nights, himself and crew, 
twenty-two in number, were exposed in the boats, 
and had quite given up hope of ever again reaching 
the land. But on the morning of the fifteenth day 
after the loss of their ship, they found their boats 
nearing an unknown island. They were almost 
spent, and saw the shore, which was guarded by a 
reef, lined with natives, whether cannibals or Chris- 
tianized, they could not tell. 

While their lives were in doubt, and they were 
questioning whether a worse death by savage vio- 
lence did not wait them than if they had perished 
at sea, one of the natives came out toward them 
through the surf, holding in his hand a book, and 
cried, witha loud voice, ‘‘ Missionary ! missionary 7 
An answering shout of recognition and beckoning 
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from the poor mariners immediately brought the na- 
tives, through the waves, to their aid, by whom they 
were carried on shore in their arms, supplied with 
food, and generously entertained with more than hu- 
man, with Christian kindness. 

It so happened, according to the ecaptain’s state- 
ment, that this was an island whose inhabitants had 
been first brought to the knowledge of Christianity 
by the brother of this capiain, who had been some 
years before cast away on this very island, and, with 
one other of the ship’s company, was saved. They 
were taken by the natives to be offered up as a 
sacrifice to their gods. But while on the way to the 
place where human victims used to be sacrificed, 
they remembered the tradition that a god should 
come to them from the sea. 

Overruled, doubtless, by a divine impulse, they 
now entertained the white man as a god, and he in- 
structed them concerning the only true Gcd and 
Saviour. They invited the missionary from another 
island, and in heaven’s blessing upon his instructions 
was read the secret of all their after kindness to the 
white men who visited or were cast upon their | 
shores. All whalemen may see in thisgcontrast, as 
we have to our joy in the “ Commodore Preble,” 
what a difference there is between islands that have, 
and that have not the Book. 

It is the Book which has brought it to pass that 
the adventurous, weary whaleman can now traverse 
the entire Pacific, and land with impunity at most 
of its lovely islands, and be supplied on terms of 
equity with all he needs. Let then those that owe 
to it the most, be loudest in their praises, and warm- 
est in their love, and most careful in their obedience 
to the Book of books.

The little girl be- 
came still more seriously ill, and it was evident to 
all who saw her, that she would not continue on 
earth much longer. 

According to Clara’s desire, her father bought a 
beautiful Bible and brought it to his dear child. She 
was much delighted with it, and requested him to 
bring her some paper, that she might write a short 
letter. In this letter she begged the gentleman to 
read the Bible she had sent him, so that he might 
be convinced what a precious book it is; and she 
hoped to see him before the throne of God. Having 
placed the letter in the Bible she asked her father to 
be so good as to forward it to the gentleman when 
she was dead, which took place shortly afterwards. 

The gentleman was much astonished when he re- 
ceived the present. He retired to his room, that he 
might read it without disturbance. The more he 
read, the more interested he became. The Holy 
Spirit opened his heart and his understanding, and 
his desire for divine teaching increased. He expe- 
rienced the power of the Gospel, and became a living 
Christian. One of his first acts was to purchase a 
number of Bibles, and distribute them among his 
friends, who had hitherto walked in the broad way.
